Scott Nearing Addressed 
League Against War 
Yesterday 

NUMBER DECREASED 

Intellectually Active Students 
Lay Seeds of 
Revolution 

Dividing present day German stu- 
dents into tiro categories, each de- 
pendent upon politico creed and dif- 
fering greatly in every aspect, Scott 
Nearing, noted American sociologist, 
addressed the McQUl League Against 
War and the Suppression of Civil Lib- 
erties in Strathcona Hall yesterday 
afternoon. "In order to understand this 
situation," said Mr; Nearlng,'*'it is nec- 
w essary to realize Germany's condition 
of economic crisis and collapse," This 
is not the result , of the war or of Hit- 
ler's regime, though he is part of it, 
but of the decay of the imperialist or- 
der.

or the existing students eighty per- 
cont are members of the Nasi party, 
subject to its restrictions and with no 
Intellectual futures, except In small 
and very specialized fields. Nazi dis- 
cipline includes . the suppression of 
books by Marx, Lenin and similar rev- 
olutionary writers and. limits exten- 
sively- the number/.'of. things. Jtp. be 
studied. Th.e ..energy of Nazi students 
hence.' directs' itself usually to be.er- 
drlnklnç, ' duelling, and other extra- 
curricular pursuits. 

The remaining twenty percent, if. in- 
tellectually curious, are forced, to join 
underground organizations to . obtain 
banned books, and usually . affiliate 
themselves with the subterranean rev- 
olutionary movement. Herein, said Mr. 
Nearing, may be seen a parallel to 
conditions in Russia in 1890 and he 
concluded, with, tjie prophecy that 
among these non-Nazi students will be

^TTH the production of the "Devil's 
Disciple" scheduled to start to- 
morrow, the McGlll Players' Cub held 
Its first dress rehearsal of the satire by 
Bernard Shaw last night. This play 
will be the thirteenth major produc- 
tion of the club to be held in Moyse 
Hall. It is one of Shaw's earlier works, 
being first published at the beginning 
of the century. 

.When interviewed after the rehearsal. 
Howard Stikenian, president of the 
Players' Club, stated that "I am en- 
tirely safsf'.ed with the results. Eact 
member of the cast came up to expec- 
tations! and the. stage crew functioned 
well. If they.. repeat this, performance 
at today's rehearsal and Thursday 
night, I am sure that the play will be 
a success, even though the "Devil's 
Disciple" is both dramatically ' and 
technically a difficult work -to pro- 
duce." 

Describes Dudgeon's Adventures 

The play, which takes place at the 
time of the American Revolution, de- 
scribes the adventures of Richard 
Dudgeon, a man who believes in the 
Devil rather than God, and whose 
escapades bring him to the foot of the 
gallows bsfore s he is rescued' by the 
victory of the Colonial troops over the 
British^. This part is played by Gor- 
don Bourne,': with- Peggy Atkinson in 
the role; of the beautiful , wife, of the 
fighting- parson. • 

The cast is a large one, being com- 
posed of 55, while another 75 are In- 
directly concerned In the production. 
The director is Filmore Sadler, while 
Max Roth Is in charge of scenery de- 
sign. Other' actors are Catherine Dick- 
inson as Mrs. Dudgeon; John Jacob- 
sen as Christy Dudgeon; James Moore, 
Minister- Anderson; Robert Wake- 
field, Gênerai Burgoyne; Colin Cam, 
Major.

Internationalism Celebrated 
At Rotarian Club Luncheon 



Thirty-Six McGiil Students 
Guests of Society 

Dean A. L. Walsh Welcomes 
Representatives of Dif- 
ferent Countries 
y^'lTH thirty-six students each rep- 
resenting his own country as 
guests, the Montreal Rotary Club cele- 
brated International Day at a lunch- 
eon yesterday In the Windsor Hotel. 
The program which was designed to 
emphasize internationalism through- 
out was a colorful one, each student 
having before him the flag of . the 
country he represented and during 
the course of the proceedings, which 
were broadcast, each went before the 
microphone' and announced bis name 
and the name of his country to the 
unseen audience. 

The principal address on the sub- 
ject "Is Rotary An international 
Force" was delivered by Past Gover- 
nor W. R. Allen. "Rotary is the first 
organization to ring the world, with- 
out any special creed or faith," said 
the speaker, "but with one ideal— that 
of broader acquaintanceship, that out 
of it may result good fellowship and 
as à result finer and better under- 
standing." Rotary would like to elim- 
inate all International mlsunderstand- 
ngs and replace them .with world-wide 
friendship. "Understanding is spir- 
itual, not bargaining." 

"Rotary Rings the World" 
"This ideal has ringed the world 
and has caught the. fascination of 1 all 
peoples,'; alii creeds, all colours, .being 
represented in China, Japan, India, 
Africa, .. South America," ' Australia, 
practically every country in Europe, 
and in fact everywhere, for member- 
ship in Rotary . is an experiment In 
friendship and . this -appeals to every- 
one," continued Mr. Allen. 

The speaker mentioned how In his 
travels he had made friends with 
many people in other countries and 
how the good opinion he formed of 
them always made him think .what < a 
wonderful country, theirs must be, and 
what wonderful cltlaens It must have; 
Thus we may fonn,.;our.' whole Im- 
pression : of à country \ from meeting 
one of its citizens, and; If he Is- a 
fine fellow will think his country must 
be too, so one of the finest methods 
of eliminating international misunder- 
standing is the Rotary idéal of Inter- 
national friendship, and in a cosmo- 
politan university like McGlll or Cor. 
nell; which he mentioned, much can 
be done to foster; this ideal. 

Phil Edwards Speaks 
In proposing the vote of thanks 
Phil. Edwards of- McGiil pointed out 
what a good influence the Olympic 
games have towards attaining this 
ideal, for there the athletes of all 
countries of the world meet on the 
common basis of friendly athletic 
rivalry. 

The meeting was opened by. the 
singing of J'O Canada" following which 
Rotarian 'Paul Borup, Chairman of 
the International Service Committee 
took the chair, and visiting Rotarlans 
Were Introduced and welcomed. The 
President. Dr. Arthur L. Walsh then 
welcomed .the students, saying: 

"It is my jpleasant duty and p>ivilege 
to welcome to ;our meeting today 
thirty-six students of McGlll Univer. 
slty and Université de Montreal, rep- 
resenting thirty-six different countries 
of the world. Rotary is an Interna- 
tional organization and this meeting 
today, would serve to emphasize Its 
International . character. It is very 
fitting, therefore, that so many coun- 
tries should be represented at this 
gathering and that the Rotary Club 
of Montreal should have an opportun 
ity, through these young men and 
women,. to-spread' the gospel of Inter 
national peace and goodwill. 

Potential ' Leaders 
I would remind these young college 
students that, as potential leaders of 
tomorrow, they must appreciate their 
present responsibilities "toward that 
leadership. Develop yourselves into 
men and women whose backbone, is 
perpendicular to the earth's surface- 
develop your life into one of dynamic 
force, and' develop so that when you 
cease, to be college students you - will 
continue to -grow. In that way you. 
will, : each. in - ; your several countries, 
play , a; leading- part, , guiding the des- 
tinies, and dictating the. policies, . .both 
domestic , and foreign, of that country 
and feus leading your own people and 
the wprld;at. large into a la^rger'state.-of - 
happiness.-- .-:?=.-' 
. It Is my. hope that you will -each 
catch the full significance of .a meeting 
such as this, and that inspiration re- 
ceived here will give you strength and 
courage for the future. Your presence 
today is for the Rotary Club of Mont- 
real a good omen for the future, an 
inspiration for eaore potent service 
locally and an optimistic anticipation 
of better : International relationship in 
the future.

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The Economic Picture 

VERY many of us as youngsters wére 
\ familiar with the old garden BWing — 
we tried to go as far and as high as we 
could. Eventually we landed with a grand 
arid glorious, tumble on our backs^it took 
us sortie time to conquer our féar of falling 
again,, and to start swinging once more. 
tn 1928 and- the early part of lé29, the 
people of the entire civilized world were 
enjoying a grand swing — they reached 
the apèx of prosperity only to hit the 
ground with a thud that hafr been heard 
for the past five year3. Are we today be- 
ginning to set thé swing once morè in 
motion? Are we heading again towards 
. a state of prosperity? 

The leading economists of the world 
are definitely and confidently predicting 
that wô Btand today on the threshold; 'of; 
' prosperity the like of which the world; hatf 
névér expèriericed before. Sir 'ArthuF 
Saltéf, the rioted Britjsh economist, * who 
was^one of the first to see and openly 
predict the dépression long before it ar- 
rived, said in ah interview the other day, 
thit we will be enjoying a prosperity equal 
to that of 192è, by the end of 19o6. This 
is indeed a. bold prediction. While we can 
only hope that it will turn out to be so, we 
shall be deeply gratified if there is even a 
semblancè of a return of world wide pros- 
perity two years from now. 

This is the time however that precau- 
tions must be taken to make those pro- 
visions necessary to prevent any collapse 
of a future prosperity, such as that we 
have and are still suffering from. Capital- 
ism has definitely shown that it has the 
power to make a come-back, and it is up 
to those guiding- its destinies, to see that 
it is purged insofar as possible of those 
defects which nearly resulted in its com- 
plete discredit.

Periodical Literature 

4 FREQUENTLY neglected source, pàr- 
ticularly by newcomers to thé univér-

-Redpath Library. Here magaziriés àhd 
iiéwépapers, culjed from all parts of the 
world, are plaçéd at the disposal of stu- 
dent readers, not all of whom are àwàré 
of the opportunity thus offered. v 

It is impossible at a tinie like thé 
present to remain abreast of current af- 
fairs arid movements' without frequent 
■ recourse to periodical literature. The in- 
formation and ideas contained irt books 
must necessarily be a; few stages behind 
the timés, and for this reason mus$>be 
supplemented by magazines arid news- 
papers. .'; -, '$ë 

Students who specialize in any brajich 
of study... will find .that the library In- 
scribes; ip wide variety of governriièrit 
publications, . scientific . journals , and., pf 
magazines confined to one particular sub- 
ject — accordingly offering a great deal 
to a student Of that subject. Of course, it 
is probably true that the views and ideas 
expréssèd by prominent authors in mag- 
azine interviews and articles are not sub- 
jected to the critical arialysis and mature 
judgment by which their more lengthy 
expressions in books are tested. Never- 
theless; it is significant to note that many 
classical contributions to the world litera- 
ture hâve first been prescrited in some 
rnagizine or journal. 

, At ; the same time, it js the periodical 
aldrie- which 1 is 'môfé'suitéd to presenting 
mifit mm to -the wo?ld., , A, promising 
' W%' iuthor who' wiuld seldom have- the

Presenting as it dôès 66 many items, of, a 
tôpical or local nature, the periodical 
■ offers' insight 1 into the life and doings of

contributing to a better understanding. 

To revert , to the more pragmatical 
aspect of periodical literature, for reference 
work, particularly that requiring, up-to- 
date material, a Reader's' .Ooiide to* Period- 
ical Literature is practically indispensible. 
Finally, for the student -momentarily tired 
of poring over books, fifteenfriiinutes or 
so spent in the periodical. room will gen- 
erally provide the. necessary ' 'distraction 
' ■ nrotracted study, .

rpHEHE is nothing extraordinary or Impossible 

* involved In proposed attempts to strengthen the 
McOill Graduâtes' organization so that it may better 
serve McOill.

ALUMNI reunions, particularly of graduation 
time, are much older than any formal graduate 
organization; but of course with the development 
of alumni associations, reunions are now as a rule 
sponsored by them. The class is generally the re- 
union unit, and reunions are usually held every five 
years. 

The Dix Plan, which provides for classes to hold 
reunions at irregular intervals instead of every five 
years, is becoming increasingly popular. The idea 
Is to bring together classes that were in college at 
the same time. Over a period of 10 years each class 
has reunions with all the classes that wére in college 
with It. 

rpHE alumni magazines— weekly, monthly or quar- 
■*\ terly— has proved probably the most effective 
medium of keeping alive alumni interest in the col- 
leges. . There seem to be rather more monthlies than 
quarterlies among alumni publications considered, 
while there are a few good weeklies. '

It is no part of thé present ,plans of the Mont- 
real Branch of the McOill Society to add to Its 
members', disbursements in these days. In times of 
prosperity objectives can be easily reached U the 
organisation is functioning effectively. The pres- 
ent activities are planned, It is true, with a view 
to having the organization strong numerically; but 
more desired than this is an organization with a 
strength based ou the fact that its members aré 
well-informed and share in all plans and decisions. 



'TrueSportsmenUnderFire' 

Memories of sportsmanship which will e«- ' 
dure long after the scores of the games in which 
the incidents occurred have been forgotten were 
recalled by Dr. Ji C, Maynard [probably better 
known to most McOill old-timers as Jack 
Maynard, Toronto halfrback of pre-war. days) 
In a letter to Dr. T. C. Routley which the latter 
read at a recent meeting of the Medlco-Chlr~ 
urglcal Society, 

"I am very liappy to be able to keep alive 
the memory of these things," wrote Dr. Maynard, 
"in the hope that the present and future players 
will do the'sami." '

I. "WAS THE PASS FORWARD ?" 
rpHE first incldént occurred Jn the Varslty-McGill 
* game in Montreal irf the fall of 1910,, This was 
a very close game, and, as I remember it, tlic differ- 
ence in the score at the énd of thé hour was only 
eight points. At a very crucial time that famous 
triumvir* te of McOill' wings, Matheson, Turnbull 
arid Oilmour broke through the. Varsity line oh one 
of their famous tandem bucks. They were clear 
through, thé whole three of them and nobody to 
stop, them but "yours truly." I heaved , myself at 
whoever carried the ball; he promptly passed to the 
other and McOill were across for a try. The ref- 
eree on that occasion was Mr. Phil McKcnzle of 
Montreal who had followed behind the play as best 
he could. He was doubtful of the pass, and, run- 
ning quickly to Mr. Dan Oilmour, asked, "Was not 
that pass forward?" And my old friend Dan replied 
without one second's hésitation, "Certainly it was." 
McOill lost the try and I honestly believe that* by 
so doing, lost the game.

Purdue Freshman 
Invents Electrical 
Replica Of Brain 

Lafayette. Ind. — David W. Moore, 
electrical engineering freshman at 
Purdue university, has brought to the j 
attention of the faculty an electrical j 
"brain" which he designed previous 
to his enrollment here. 

Tlic apparatus, which is the first 
of its kind, as far as is known, illus- 
trates the conditional reflex' action of 
the brain, It consists of an incan- 
descent bulb and two switches which 
are connected by an intricate electri- 
cal system. When switch number' two 
is thrown Independently the light 
fails to glow, while smltch number 
one, if thrown alone, will conplcte 
the circuit causing the lamp to light. 
Now, if both switches arc thrown and 
tlicn number one is disengaged, the 
second, heretofore gaining no re- 
sponse assumes the duty of keeping 
the lamp lighted. 

. .In order to sec how . this parallels 
the brain's action, let us take the ex- 
ample of teaching a clog to get down. 
Pushing the dog down corresponds to 
throwing the first switch which will 
light the bulb Independently. Telling 
the dog to get down while the push) 
is being given is tlic same as bring- 
ing both switches into play. Through 
association of ideas (the dog has now 
learned what the words "get down" 
signify. Disengaging the first switch 
is the use of the command without 
the physical action. Thé dog now re- 
sponds to that which it would not 
have responded to previous to the 
combined words and action. Similarly 
the light responds to the switch which 
failed to act previous to the combined 
«tup; -B I t » *
